and was 
with it during 
all its movements 
his parents 
embracing 
the 
Gospel 
before 
his birth

was but a 
child in Kirtland 
and would

worked on the Temple 
At Nauvoo 
being quite a lad 
he became 
ac ¬ 
quainted with all the leading char- 
acters

and go to Los
